Shortage of carpenter contractors in Cole¬ 
man was brought to the attention of council 
this week. 

It was learned that many local 
persons require small jobs done, 
such as applying roofing materi¬ 
als, installing new windows and 
other jobs of a minor nature. 

Since the town has levied a busi¬ 
ness tax of $50 out of town con¬ 
tractors do not wish to take on 
smaller jobs and pay the tax. 

Council will change its by-law to 
provide a $50 fee that covers con¬ 
tractors for one years or the con¬ 
tractor may take up a $5 license 
to cover him on each individual 
job up to $1,000. 

Complaints of heavy accumula¬ 
tions of smoke in town from the 
pole treating plant east of Cole¬ 
man, was brought to council’s at¬ 
tention. A committee from council 
will visit the proprietors of the 
plant and advise them to improve 
combustion conditions at the burn¬ 
er since the smoke is creating a 
nuisance. When permission was 
granted by the town for the con¬ 
struction of the plant a proviso to 
this effect had been noted. 

Underwood and McLelland, En¬ 
gineers, from Lethbridge, will be 
contacted and requested to pro¬ 
vide council with costs and specs 
for a paving program for Coleman 
to be done in 1969. 

Council will include two questions 
on the ballots in the October elec¬ 
tions to find out the townspeople’s 
feelings on fluoridation of the town 
water supply and charging for Sun¬ 
day sports. 

Secretary Clarence Schile pre¬ 
sented council with a resume of ex¬ 
penditures from January to July 
on amounts budgeted for the vari¬ 
ous department budgets. 

The report showed th%t all de¬ 
partments were well within their 


The Board of Trustees of the Crows Nest 
Pass School Division ratified an agreement 
with the Town of Coleman for the town to 
supply the proposed new composite high school 
to be built east of Coleman, with water and gas 
service. 

Arnold Habetler of the Crows 
Nest Pass Recreation Board, was 
present and presented plans to the 
Board for the development of the 
M. D. McEachern school sports 
grounds at Bellevue. The Board 
will study the proposals. 

Vet’s Insurance Agencies of Cole¬ 
man was the successful bidder

Councilman Fred MacLeod ad¬ 
vised that a public meeting is t6 
be held on August 1st to discuss 
the possibility of starting a drive 
to build a community swimming 
pool for the Crows Nest Pass. 

Foreman Rudy Szymanek report¬ 
ed to council on work being done 
by his departments. He advised 
that work to be done included some 
sewer line installations, sidewalk 
construction and repair to the rot¬ 
or in the sewerage system lilt 
station. 

Trash barrels are to be placed 
near the bleachers at the school 
sports grounds in an attempt to 
keep the area free of paper and 
other debris that fans dispose of.

Wilfred Trudeau 
Named Pension 
Plan Director 

OTTAWA — Appointment of Wil¬ 
fred J. Trudeau, 46, of Ottawa, as 
director of the Canada Pension 
Plan, was announced jointly to¬ 
day by National Health and Wel¬ 
fare Minister Allan J. MacEachen 
and the Public Service Commission. 
The appointment became effective 
July 2. 

Mr. Trudeau was formerly with 
the Department of Finance, where 
he was director of the superannua¬ 
tion branch. He succeeds G. L. 
Pickering, who resigned to under¬ 
take a hospital administration post 
in Edmonton. j, 

Mr. Trudeau started his career 
in Canada’s public service as a 
clerk. He served as information of¬ 
ficer with the departments of La¬ 
bor and Finance and became first 
chief information officer with the 
Civil Service Commission. He also 
served at intervals as secretary to 
the commission and liaison officer 
with staff associations. 

He joined the superannuation 
branch as assistant director in 1962 
and was named director a year 
later. His responsibilities included 
administration of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Superannuation Act and re¬ 
lated statutes as well as the Group 
Surgical-Medical Insurance Plan, 
and the Public Service Manage¬ 
ment Insurance Plan for govern¬ 
ment employees. 

As director of the CPR he will 
be responsible for the administra¬ 
tion of one of Canada’s most im¬ 
portant pieces of legislation. 

The plan, which came into force 
in 1965, includes retirement pen¬ 
sions, survivors’ benefits and, by 
1970, disability pensions. From its 
Ottawa headquarters (255 Argyle 
Avenue), the Canada Pension Plan 
administers 37 regional offices 
across Canada. From these offi¬ 
ces, 89 local sub-offices are oper¬ 
ated on a part-time basis. 

Mr. Trudeau is married to the 
former Pearl MacMillan of Chest- 
erville, Ontario. They have two 
sons: Daniel 11, and Frederick 8, 
both attending Ottawa schools. 

Recipe For 
Avoiding Snags 

The Unemployment Insurance 
Commission has passed on answers 
to some of the questions that may 
have puzzled contributors. Your 
question too can be referred to 
this feature for reply. 

Q. “I want to ensure that no 
snags, or delays, occur in the hand¬ 
ling of my claim for Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance benefit. How do I 
go about it?” 

Here are some tips. There are 
many possible causes of delay in 
processing of claims, but this ad¬ 
vice should eliminate some of the 
factors that frequently turn up. 
(1) Read carefully through the 
booklet “Information for Claim¬ 
ants”. (2) Follow all the instruc¬ 
tions in the book, and make sure 
that the information you enter in 
your weekly claim declarations on 
your report card is both accurate 
and complete. (3) Be sure to men¬ 
tion all work done in the week- 
including work for which you have 
not received pay. (4) If there has 
been a change in dependent status, 
report it. Similarly do not fail to 
mention it if at any time you 
were not ready and available for 
work. (5) Do not post your report 
cards too early — or too late. Each 
report card covers information on 
two consecutive weeks, with Sun¬ 
day as the first day of the week. 
It should be mailed on the first or

second day of the week following 
the period covered by the report 
card (i.e. Sunday or Manday). 

Q. “I have contributed to the 
Unemployment Insurance for 24 
weeks. Now I am without work. 
The local UIC office says I have 
not contrubuted enough to draw 
on an initial claim. How does “en¬ 
ough” enter into it, and what does 
it mean?” 

To qualify for regular benefit 
you must show 30 weeks of con¬ 
tribution paid within the 104 weeks 
immediately before the week you 
made your claiu. At least eight 
of these weeks must have been 
within the past 52 weeks. Check 
whether you qualify for seasonal 
benefit.
